irisis hi Animcau Affairs. 

Tho rondor ol tho dispatches that 
day by day come ovor tho wires from 
Washington, must bo convinced that 
a crisis in tho affairs of tho United 
States is drawing noar which will ro- 
quiroalltuo moderation, till tho wis- 
dom and all tho patriotism of tho best 
men of tho country to tide tho nation 
over without an appeal to arms. 
Should tho oountry pass peaceably 
through tho approa' hing season of 
trial, it will establish itself on an on. 
during buBis and may exist for con*. 
turios froo from intornocino dis- 
turbances. Tho approaching cri?is 
is a contii uation cf tho old, 
old s*,ory. Congrees and tho Admin- 
istration aro Btill at loggerheads. 
Encouraged by what undoubiod ly was 
at tho time i ho popular voioo of tho 
nation, Congress lastyoar pussed over 
tho President's volo soveral Acts al- 
footing tho status of tho Southern 
Statos. These Aots, tho President 
hold, uno-nstitutional, and 

consequently inoperativo ; but yield- 
ing to popular proasuro Mr Johnson 
prepared reluctantly to entorco thoir 
provisions. Among tho Aots thus 
parsed was one which removed tho 
appointing power from the President 
and voBted it in tho Senato or Upper 
House of Congress. By tho terms ol 
this law tbe President was forbidden to 
appointorromovo any person toor from 
office without tho consent of tho Senate 
under penalty of romoval by impeach- 
mont. This Act, sinco the adjourn-, 
mont of Congress, has beon declared 
by tho Attorney General of the United 
States — tho higuost legal authority — 
to bo, hko its predecessors, unconsti- 
tutional, and Mr Johnson, baoked by 
this decision, has lately made and un- 
raado officiuls. Amon^ others, ho has 
turned out his Socrotary of War and 
removed Generals Shuridan and 
Sicklos, who, tho Presidont con-> 
ceived, had excaodod tho striot lino of 
thoir duty. This disregard of ono of 
their laws has incousod tho Eadicals, 
and they now demand tho impeach- 
mont ol tho Presidont, which, as tho 
Radicals have a lurgo majority in both 
IIousos ot Congress, would soom to bo 
a matter of Ultlo difficulty. But tho 
result ot roc nt olocion3 in tho North, 
whilo they havo emboldened the Presi- 
dont, have to a corresponding dogroo 
filled tho Republicans with alarm. 
Everywhere, lately, the Democrats — 
tho sworn frionds of Mr Johnson — 
havo boon successful. Statos that a 
year ago rolled up mnjriiios of 40,000 
for tho Radicals, now report Domo-. 
cratio officials olocted. Several States, 
which havo yet to hold elections, 
will, it is olaimcd, speak etill more 
decidedly in condemnation of Ccmjreaa 
and in support cf tlio Presidential policy. 
The qucsiion now arises, will CoD^reas, in 
the fnco of this wonderful revulsion in the 
popular feeling of the Njrlh, dare lo proceed 
with the impeachment of the President? 
Yet, should they fail to fuoe tho 
issue rained by the President, they 
will tacitly acknowledge that their past 
policy has been a mistake and that the 
President was right from first to last. An 
acknowledgment such as this would destroy 
tho parly ; and should they push tnatiers to 
extremities they threaten in the luce of 
the pipular verdict against them, the 
President will not yield wilhout u struggle 
for the supremacy, but supposo that the 
Radicals quietly pocket their discomfiture, 
submit In fiuvo their laws set uaide and, suo 
Climbing to deloat, negluot to p?ess irn- 
peaohiuent.slill another danger idreatens the 
country. Upon the faith of the Reconstruc- 
tion Act, tho negroes ol tho Soutti have been 
admitted to ihe BtiQYupe, ulecnons havo been 
hold, conventions called, and black candi- 
dates for Congress are ulreadj in the field, 
lu a lew weeks I bead '-new citzsiM ' will 
present themselves at the doors of the National 
Legislative Hall and demand seats within . 
Should Congress admit lliern, the President 
must decline lo recognize tho body as legally 
constituted, refme to hold further inter- 
course wild it, and may, if ho deeme proper, 
turn the members out at Ihe point of the 
bayonet Should the blacks be den i d seals 
the President will aga'n Iriumph, und all the 
Congressional eolieinea for reconstruction 



must fall to the ground. Such is the crisis 
in the affairs of America that tho lapse of each 
day is dfuwing fearfully near.- between the 
President and Congress there can be no com- 
promise— 1 ' it is war to tho kuile, and the 
knife to tho hill." Whichever party falters 
iu its purposo will bo overwhelmed and de- 
stroyed. Ouo or other branch of the 
Government must go to tho wall during the 
coming session — the Executive or Congress. 

Wo again emphatically deny— is 
chargod by tho Columbian— that we 
" brutally abused " tho Govornor durr. 
ing tho lato controversy, or that wo 
« abused " him at all. Wo deny that 
wo applied to him tho opithota " oow- 
ard," " old woman," " costormonger," 
&o. Wo attnekod tho Govornor's 
■policy, not tho than. Wo ohargod that 
his Excolloncy's policy was weak and 
temporising and cowardly. When the 
nevor-toibo-forgotton letter addrossod 
to tho person ho had Bolcctcd as arbi- 
trator in tbe enso appoarod in the 
Ga:eite t wo characterised it as "dis- 
graceful," and denounced it as an at~ 
tempt to projudico the case. To this 
opinion wo still adhcro ; and, so far 
from bolieving that Govornor Soy- 
mour's visit to Cariboo produced a 
beneficial effect, wo consider that it 
only involvod tho mattor in groator 
difficulties and postponod its settle- 
ment. Tho last chargo ot tho Colum- 
bian is pioco and parcel with tho same 
fellow's accusation a wook ugo. lie 
then accused tho Colonist of having 
first demanded that troops Bhould bo 
sent to tho minos ; but wo domolishod 
tho paper-fort behind which ho had 
ontrenchod himself by quoting from 
his own journal and proving, in his 
own words, that ho was tho vory man 
who urgod upon his Excolloncy tho 
adoption of that cxtromo policy. To 
this chargo ho mukos no reply, flo 
meanly ovados tho point entirely; 
but finding it necessary to say some- 
thing, ho discharges a frosh volley of 
misrepresentation ai our head and ac- 
cusos us of " abusing our esteemed 
Governor." Our contemporary is 
stiiving with all his power to hold M.r 
Seymour up as a mariyr before tho 
country. lie may do that -in any 
other way than by misquoting us. 
This wo arc dotorminod ho shall not 
do with impunity. We challenge our 
ootomporary to tho proof that wo have 
ever " abused " his Excellency. On 
the contrary, wo have declined to uso 
tho Columbian's favorito weapon, and 
have endeavored to save the Governor 
from mortiGoatiun and unpopu- 
larity by tolling bun the truth. In 
doing so we believe wo havo actod the 
part of a true friend towards tho Ex- 
ecutive, who has so long beon hood- 
winked by the sycophancy of the Colum- 
bian as to be at last unable to discern the 
true estimation in which his polioy is 
h Id by tho people. It is no evi Jonco 
ol friendship to cloak a man's faults. 
The true friend is he who tells another 
ol his failings and shows him how to 
rectify them. We claim to stand in 
tho light of a friend and woll-wishor 
to Mr Suj'mour. Like tho cour- 
tiers of King Canute who sought to 
make tuoir sovereign believe that tho 
lido would ebb or How at his bidding, 
tho New Westminster courtiers have 
mudo Mr Seymour imagine that ho 
can, by tho ir-suo of a proclamation, 
change tho current of the Prasor or 
bid the s indheads drodgo thomsolvos. 
But woro his Excollunoy to follow the 
oxamplo ot Canute, and put his sup- 
posed power to tho test!

(Correspondence London Times.) 

Naples, Aug. 14. 

From Palermo, it is reported that tho 
pestllouco instead of diminithing increases. 
It appoars to have assumed a moro terrible 
character than ever, as many " become black 
and die" without any premonitory symptoms. 
Of tho mortality you may form aomo idea 
from the loot that no one night last week 100 
were buried, and, from tho want of assistants, 
100 other bodioB remained uoburiod. These, 
too, were only the ascertained cases, but 
others had beon carried oil by their frionds 
to the ordinary comotory. Among the vic- 
tims was the Archbishop ot Monreale, 
Monsignor D'Acqutsto. 

Tho telegraph communicates the sad in- 
telligence of tho death of Cardinal Altieri, 
in Albano. while private letters give me de- 
tails. Ilia Eminenco succumbed in tho per- 
formance of his duty, having assisted the ox- 
Queen-Mother of Naples in her laBt momenta, 
aud his loss will be deeply lelt in Romo 
Descended from a noble family, he d rived 
his title of Prince Irom Cloniunl X., who was 
an Altieri, aud it was duiing his PontiDoato 
that tho noblo palace which bears his name 
was built. 

On tho mother's side Cardinal Altieri was 
descended from tho Royal family of Saxooy, 
bis mother having been a princess of thai 
house, and through tho same lino may bu said 
io havo descended from Augustus If, King 
of Poland. In every respect, then, his 
Eminence was what the Italians call tin 
molto Gran Siynorc, and in his bearing, es- 
pecially when he was holding his receptions, 
he looked every inch a king. For many 
years ho was Nuncio at the Austrian Court, 
whero ho was a great favorite, aod where the 
handsome and uristooratio cardinal was the 
coutro of tho fashionable world. It is un- 
necessary, thereloro, to say that he was al- 
ways greatly attached to 'he Austrian 
alliance. On the termination of his Nut.zia- 
tura he returned to Romo, Has undo a 
Cardinal, and eate in tbe conclave wtiich 
elected Pius IX. On tho return of his II ol i 
noss from exilo Curdiual Altieri was sent 
forward with two other members ol the 
Collego to make preparations lor the recep- 
tion ot the Pontiff und, while standing oo 
the balcony of his palace, was a witness to 
tho violeuce of the mob who lore down the 
Austrian arms. On that occasion his E nin- 
onco presented himself aud spoke strongly o 
Austria, on act which was never pardoned 
at Vienna, Indeed, one or two years after, 
00 the visit of Archduke Albert, il I mistake 
not, to Rome, areat ofiecce was given by the 
Austrian Ambassador's inviting the Cardinal 
to meet tho Archduke at dinner. His 
Eminence was placed next to his Imperial 
Highness at dinner, but the Archduke did uol 
address a word to his Eminence. Matters 
were cairied to such an extreme that it was 
said, and is believed to be true, that Austria 
had resolved on giving her veto against the 
Cardinal iu tho oveot of nis being elided 
Pope on tho demise of Pius IX., which 
Keverul years ago appeared to be approaching. 
\s you are iiAure, France, Austria aed 
Spain have each the privilege of a veto 
against one Cardinal on the election of a 
Popo. By Pios IX. his Eminence was al- 
ways greatly ths inguuht-d ['here are two 
Bith pries which cooler a rank the next alter 
ihe Pope — those of Albano and 0-ua. Thn 
Bishop of Ostia crowns the Pontiff the 
Bishop of Albano is the CardinaU Camcr- 
linyo, und ho was C rdmal Altieri. As 
Vamerhnno the Cardinal, on tho demise of 
ihe Crown, Bfsames the sovereign power 
pro tempore, the position nf ibo deceased 
cardirmj was the highest he could ceupy 
short ol the Throne ; moreover, he oojoyed 
the cor.fidenco of Prus JX, beii):r always 
summoned by him ro the most secret con- 
sistories. In polities his Eminenco was 
what is termed a Nero — I do not mean to use 
it offensively. He was too much a man i I 
the world to bo extreme in hi" opinions. 
Society will miss him much, for his manners 
were princely, und he was almost Ihe only 
Cardinal who received, and that with much 
magnificence. His last great reception was 
on tho occasion ol signing ihe contract ol 
inarrii-ge between hts nephew, the Doc di 
V'iauo, and a Milanese lady, Daring the 
recent festivities his Palace was much re- 
sorted to l> y the Bishops, and there it was 
that their address to the Pope was drawn 
op. I nuy add that Ins Eminence contribut- 
ed much to the lall of Monsignor dl Merede, 
and wus not on pood terms whh Cardinal 
Antonolli, whose descent from tho moun- 
taineers nf Honnnioo the aristocratic Cardinal 
could not pardon. 

Cardinal de Pictro and Cardinal Saechina 
are also lyiog ill at AlbaDO Irom an allack ol' 
choltra. Rome, says my letters, is in a state 
of tho greatest consternation ; and so may il 
be said of Albano and other places. In 
Naples wo have had no sensible increase ol 
the maludy, though apprehension is great. 



Frightful Tragedy at Oil Springs. 



Frightful Accident at tlio Camp ol 
Cbalonsi 



Correspondence of tho London Morning Slur, 
Soptombor 1st.) 



A frightful accident took place at the 
Camp of Chalona at two o'clock yester- 
day. A shock resembling that of a slight 
earthquake was experienced, caused, it 
appeared, by the explosion of a powder- 
magazine placed at a distance of 1,800 
yards from the quarters occupied by tho 
First Division of Infantry. The Suppers 
of tho Fifty-seventh and Seventy-third 
were employed in loading baggage- wag- 
gons with barrels of powder and packages 
of cartouches, under tlio orders of a 
Captain of musketry. Two of the wagons 
had been laden und drawn to about fifty 
yards from the exterior encicnte of the 
powder-magazine. Tho men wore carry- 
ing the barrels which woro to complete 
tho number to bo placed in the third and 
last wagon, when tho catastrophe look 
place. What occurred no one can tell. 
A cry was heard, and 'instantly followed 
by a frightful explosion. As soon ns the 
partial detonations which followed the 
first tremendous explosion had ceased, 
General Douai, who commands the camp 
ad interim, ordered Colonel Venant, of 
i he Engineers, to repair to the scene of 
the catastrophe with a strong body of his 
men. The lire was speedily extinguished, 
but ihe sight which prepeuted itself wus 
heart-rending. Throe sappers of ihe 
Fif'ty-seveinh, five of the Seventy third, as 
well as the Captain of musketry of the 
Fifty-seventh, lay on the ground mangled 
and disfigured corpses, so mutilated it 
was almost impossible to identify thuin. 
Tho men iu charge of the two baggage 
wagons which had boon drawn off and 
were waiting for the third were all 
severely injured, in consequence of the 
burning materials of various kinds pro- 
jected from tin; magazine which fell on 
them and inflicted wounds. Tho cause 
of tho accident, will never bo known, as 
the poor fellows who alono could explain 
tho mystery have all perisod. The Cap„ 
tain — whoso name, by the by, is not men- 
tioned — is said to htiVv been a young man 1 
of great promise;' ( 



The London (0. W ) Free Press says : — 
"In the late fire which occurred at Oil 
Springs, resulting in the Iobb ol ibo Hartford 
Oil Ratio ry, it wus slated in this paper that 
a man lost his lile, but it was not generally 
known then under what painful circumstances 
such loss of life occurred. Tho man was 
literally baked to death I He was, nt the 
lime of the fire, which took place nt mid- 
day, cleaning ou'. ooo of tho stills. To 
offict this he had to desoend into the still by 
a small ladder which has to be drawn up to 
enable a man to go about his task. Whilst 
thus working, by some means ihrough the 
pipo becoming disconnected under the hands 
of his follow workman in the refinery, the oil 
ran out nnd communioaling with the fire, the 
whole mass wus io a moment in a blaze. 
'The man who escaped endeavored to oxiri- 
cato his fellow, and succeeded in grnsping biB 
r>nnd, but he was unable to letain bis hold 
through tho Geroe flame which was rapidly 
surrounding him, and to save himself was 
eompollud to abandon his companion ; in tbe 
meonwhilo being himself severely burot in 
his effort at rescue. RushiDg through the 
flam s, he escapes, and stands in the open 
air, only lo hear, in common with the 
assembled neighbors, the hopeless cry for 
help which every now and then rang 
above tho roar of flaming oil Irom 
tho fatal still which was In prove 
tho terrible tomb in which, unscathed by 
flame, a living man was to grapple with the 
death heat, us hotter aod hottor grew thoiron, 
closer and more stifling tho atmosphere and 
more inienso, though each timo fuebler, tlio 
attempt to draw breath : till at last the al- 
most equally paioful silence told the horror 
stricken spectators who stood powerlessly, 
that all wms over, and that soon nothing but 
a blackened mass would remain of tho man 
who not an hour beloro was in tho prime of 
life and health. To add to their distress, 
tho wife ol the dying sulleror hurried to tho 
scene, but only to hO'ir tho la-.t cry that came 
from thai terrible tomb, and to be borne back 
again stunned with her grief, to fold almost 
unconsciously within her arms four litllo 
fatherless onos. The poor man was subse- 
quently found iD an upright posture, leaning 
ugainsl ihe corner of the still, and though not 
touched by 'he fire, ho was but a black, char- 
rod mass, whoso clothes crumbled away ot the 
first touch, only to reveal the bural skeleton 
of tho man IIuichiHem

in the Rue Esquirol. Near lier lay the 
lifeloss body of her litllo boy, aged two 
years. Abandoned and plunged in pro- 
found misery she had recourse to suicide by 
charcoal. Near the child lay a paper, on 
which the following words were written : 
" Poor little friend, come with me out of 
this world; I will not leave you hero to be 
unhappy as your mother has been." 

" I say, boy, is there anything to shoot 
about, here f inquired a sportsman of a 
boy ho met. "Well," replied tho boy, 
"nothing just about here, but our school 
master is just over the hill there cutting 
birch rods ; you might walk up and pop 
him over."

Tuesday evening he wa9 last seen 
alive, and although tipparently sober, spoke 
very incoherently, and remarked to a person. 
" I wish I was dead. ' An inquest was held 
ysaierday before Mr Coroner Pemberton 
and a jury, when evidence to tho above effeoi 

* was produced, and a verdict of suicida while 
laboring under insanity returned.

Party Disturbances in Ireland. 



A correspondent of the Belfast North- 
ern Whig, writing from Ratlifriland, 
County Down, on Friday, says : — " Yes- 
terday was a day of groat excitement hero 
owing to tho rumour that the Catholic 
patty would march through the town, 
and, if. so, that they would be Bure to be 
attacked by the Orange party, who master 
very strong io this district 1 regiat to b»\ 
that the Catholic party did march towards 
the town, and ttiat the moment they appear- 
ed they were fired on by tho Orange ontliu- 
siusts, who secreted themselves in the fields 
on the iiuifkirls of the town. Several ol the 
Catholics were wouuded, and one of llitm, 
John Tuner, very seriously, having pot his 
hand shot off. Tho Orange party, having 
heard thai Ladv Day was fixed for a gather- 
ing at or near Ratlifriland, were preparing 
lor some timo to attack them, ami yesterday 
morniog tbey disposed themselves in the 
field* so as to command a vi«w of the Cath- 
olics wlion approaching ibc town. Tbey bad 
guns with them, although none of them were 
seen by any ol I be police. Il is Ihought th.H 
the arms had been secreted in the fields for 
some time before, so lti.il ihej couid bo 
made use ol at any time without beiug ob- 
served by the authorities. About noon one 
body of some hundreds was observed march- 
ing towards the town, and immediately the 
polios, numbering about 40 rren, pioceeJed 
to meet them. They were accompanied by 
the local miigi«trate. who need his eflorts to 
persuade ihe party lo return ; and, alter some 
time, ihey consented to do so, provided an 
escort ol police was granted them, as the 
Oranse party were assuming a v ry offensive 
attitude. The Catholics hud diuuis with 
them, but ceased playing when the police 
went forward. A large escoit was accord 
ingly given to tlnni, and then, when the 
police wnro absent, a second body ol Caibo 
lies came op with drum , and Ihey were im- 
tnedtuiely fired on by ihe Orange P'riy, who 
rusbfiil upon ihe drumming party anil ctloseil 
them ihrongh Ihe field in every direct ion. 
Seme few bIiois weie Bird by ibe Catholic 
party, but llio.y were wholly unable lo wiin- 
stnnd ihe datprmn ed and savage onslauahi 
ilu' was nnn'e upon tbein Their <ir u ins 
were tiiKen from tbo.n and broken up, und 
two or time of tlieir number wore left 
wounded On tho ground. Only one, how- 
ever, was captured by the police; iho others, 
it is caid, r aving been secretly removed by 
some Iriends. When the police returned all 
was over ; and though inquiries uic made, 
no one has yoi ham arrested " 

Six of the Roman Catholic party ate re- 
ported injur d by gun-hols, hill nntto of Ibe 
wounds are serious. Ijtulii of the Protestant 
patty have been arrested, and were on Sat 
uiday admitted lo bail by tli« magistrates.

zens, the full enjoyment of I he rights of a 
united people, we have in iho greatest, 
possible degree consolidated their power 
and knit them to us by the most enduring 
tie of multial interest and uft'uclion."
